Alfred Krupp waa born in 
1813, in Essen, Germany, hia 
father dying when be waa but 
fou rtecn yean of age. His moth- 
er took control of the small iron 
forge business left by her hue- 
band, and maintained it as a 
source of livelihood and support 
for herself and only child. Al- 
fred, after having received a good 
education, succeeded to this 
business, raising therefrom the 
great Krupp works, which cover 
an area of more than 500 acres. 
W ith the growth and success of 
the works, Mr. Krupp has erect- 
ed small colonies, stores, hospi- 
tals, churches, schools, etc., tor 
his employees, of whom there 
are about 20,000 that find em- 
ployment in the works, who, 
with tbeir families, etc., number 
05,000 persons living directly 
and indirectly from this one 
great concern, being the largest 
establishment in the world under 
the control of one individual. 

The Krupp guns are world- 
tamed, and several of them were 
exhibited at the Centennial in 
Philadelphia in 1876.

The fight against the saloon is

a conflict of one set of ideas with 
another set of ideas, in which 
liight is on one side and Wrong 
on the other. This must nec- 
essarily be so, tor the two seta of 
ideas are in positive antagonism, 
and Right is unmistakably in- 
volved. It follows, therefore, 
ihnt the proper weapons of the 
conflict, and the only proper 
weapons, are such as belong to 
discussion, full and free discus- 
sion. Prohibition can win only 
by so propagating its ideas as to 
secure intelligent and conscien- 
tious conviction. The Saloon 
can only establish its claim of 
right to an uninterrupted pursuit 
of its business by a similar appeal 
to the intellect and conscience. 

Of course in such a conflict 
prejudice may prevent a fair con- 
sideration of au opponent's argu- 
ments. There ia undeniably a 
strong prejudice in this country 
againat tbe saloon business. It 
ia not considered respectable. 
Those who engage in it are 
frowned upon in good society; 
they are, for the most part, ex- 
cluded from the churches ; they 
are regarded as disqualified for 
positions of public trust and re- 
sponsibility, and they are charged 
with conducting schools ot vice, 
crime and misery. This feeling 
is quite general, and to call a 
man a rumseller ia equivalent in 
the general estimation to the ap- 
plication of an opprobrious 
epithet. May it not be, in the 
face of this general prejudice 
against saloon keepers, even 
among those who use intoxicants 
more or leu, that the arguments 
they have to offer in self-defense 
have net received due considera- 
tion ? As campaigns on the 


question at issue are In progress 
in several of the states it will be 
opportune to inquire what is the 
nature ot the arguments offered 
in defense of the saloon business. 

1. In Iowa, a minister by the 
name of Haddock, who waa ac- 
tive in aecunng the enforcement 
of law against the saloons, and 
became an embodied argument 
againat aalooniam, was met and 
overcome by assassination in the 
□ight. Tbia is argument No. 1, 
or tbe argument of assassination. 

2. To Jackson, Miss., there was 
an editor ot a temperance paper, 
a young man named Uambrell, 
who led the fight for local op- 
tion in Hinds County, against 
Col. J. D. Hamilton, State Sena- 
tor, and champion of tbe liquor 
interests. The Uambrell argu- 
ment proved to be a very strong 
one and it waa met just as the 
Haddock argument had been 
met, by assassination. This ia 
also argument No. 1. 

8. In Haverhill, O., there was 
a.' man named North nip who, 
like Haddock, sought to compel 
the saloons to observe the law. 
The Nortbrup argument was 
answered by assassination. This 
is argument No. 1 again applied. 

4. In Bridgeton, N. J., Frank 
C. Smith, a lawyer, who was 
active in prosecuting illegal 
saloon practices was waylaid in 
the night and silenced it was 
supposed, tor all time. This is 
argument No. 1 repeated. 

5. Tennessee saloonists in 
Springfield attempted to answer 
the prohibition speech ot the 
Kev. T. J. Duncan by dynamite. 
This is argument No. 2, or the 
argument of murderous assault. 

ti. Ban Antonio, Texas, ia the 
seat of several large breweries 
and of perhaps three hundred 
saloons. Respectable men un- 
dertook to present in a respectful 
way arguments for Prohibition, 
at a meeting iu a public sqaare, 
the public halls having been re- 
fused for the purpose. The 
saloonists gathered and answered 
the speakers on the spot with 
rot ton egge and other missiles. 
A young brewer, Gus Kautfman, 
assaulted one of the speakers 
with a brutal physical argument. 
Tbe speakers were not allowed 
to be heard. This ie argument 
No. 8, or the argument of sup- 
pression of speech. 

7. In Amesbury, Maes., the sa- 
loonists, resenting the attempt of 
the police to enforce the law 
against them, organized a mob, 
took control of the streets, and 
smashed the windows ot a clergy- 
man. This is argument No. 4, 
or the argument of violence. — 
Independent. 


The Methodist mission in Utah 
has received during tbe past 
year 168 members, sixty-one of 
whom had been Mormons.

ment to be voted on in Septem- 
ber." This ie a now departure 
for Preebyterisniim.

The 
plant feeds on matter supposed to breed 
diwase germs.

A cyclone pulverizer was lately on 
exhibition, consisting of two fan blow- 
ers moving in opposite directions at a 
velocity of from 2,000 to 3,000 revolu- 
tions a minute, which quickly reduced 
various hard substances to impalpable 
powder ; 25 pounds of shingle nails were 
reduced to powder iu ten minutes.

Joh" Conrad, Prestone, III., has in 
his possession a German Bible which 
was printed In the fifteenth century, 
being 300 vearsold. He claims it to be 
the largest issue ever made. It is six- 
teen inches long, ten Indies deep, and 
six and a half Inches thick, and weighs 
from fourteen to sixteen pounds. It* 
also has a register of ttie Conrad fam- 
ily for 200 years. Its bindlne ii made 
of sable leather and lined with hard 
wood and bolted together. It is in a 
remarkable good state of preservation. 

On the 7th of April, HW8, It will be 
just a hundred years since the first set- 
tlement of white wen was made in 
what is now the great state or Ohio. 
On that day Gen. Huf us Putnam , with 
about ntty men, lauded at the mouth 
ot the Muskingum Kiver, on the site of 
what Is now Marietta, to found the new 
colony. The Ohio Company bad ap- 
plied to Congress to purchase laud, and 
bought a million and a half of acres. 
This enterprise Interested the whole 
country. and waethe immediate occa- 
sion of the passage of the celebrated 
ordinance of 1787, which gave the new 
settlers such a government as they de- 
sired. Out of this beginning grew our 
great Northwest territorial expansion, 
and It is suitable the centennial should 
be celebrated In Marietta next year.
